But  it  was  all  part  of  a  pattern  of  living. 

All  too  soon  the  series  of  closing  bells  began,  and 
we  hurried  to  our  busses,  leaving  our  school  and  our 
friends  until  another  day. 

Those  happy  days  are  over,  but  the  memories  will 
stay  with  us  forever— memories  of  1952-53  as  we 
lived  it.

WHEN  THE  HIGH  SCHOOL  BEGAN  TO  RESEMBLE  A  CAMPUS 


TWO  HUNDRED  AND  FIFTY  GRADUATING  SEN. 
lORS  walked  out  of  the  senior  building  this  year, 
leaving  their  books  and  classes  behind  them,  but 
taking  with  them  their  priceless  memories. 

In  the  four  years  they  attended  Ben  Davis  High 
School,  these  seniors  had  seen  many  changes.  One 
of  these  changes,  the  addition  of  a  new  building 
to  our  campus,  made  four  schools  within  walking 
distance  (counting  the  grade  school  in  the  total). 

For  the  first  time,  eighth  graders  became  part  of 
the  high  school,  for  the  old  freshman  building  was 
turned  over  to  SB's  and  9A's. 


The  9B's  were  the  envy  of  the  high  school  with 
their  new,  modernistic  building,  Wayne  Central,  with 
its  comfortable  desks,  its  enormous  windows,  and  its 
green  blackboards. 

Since  the  day  they  entered  high  school,  these  250 
seniors  had  seen  enrollment  triple.  In  fact,  since 
1915,  student  enrollment  at  Ben  Davis  has  grown  to 
25  times  its  original  size. 

Perhaps  the  children  of  these  graduates  will  some 
day  attend  a  Ben  Davis  High  School  with  a  campus 
as  large  as  a  state  university. 
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VOCATIONAL  SUBJECTS  were  usually 
gone  into  more  extensively  in  the  senior 
building.  But  the  frosh  building  had  a 
newly  equipped  shop  this  year.  Mr.  Mar- 
ker put  the  new  machinery  in  his  shop  to 
good  use. 

About  12  boys,  who  were  mechanically 
inclined,  spent  their  spare  time  on  repair- 
ing school  equipment.

LATIN  was  a  subject  we  needed  in  college, 
but  was  a  good  basis  for  grammar  for  all 
students.  Mrs.  Wampler  made  the  ancient 
Romans  real  to  us  and  we  were  amazed 
to  find  that  they  were  responsible  for  many 
of  our  modern  customs. 

We  spoke  Latin  during  class.  We  also 
found  that  our  newspapers  were  filled  with 
Latin  words  as  they  were  originally  written.

This  year,  a  new  library  was  opened  in  Wayne  Cen- 
tral. It  is  one  of  the  show  places  in  a  building  of  beauti- 
ful rooms.

We  grew  to  know  one  another 
better  in  that  time.  Our  busy  teachers  worked  out  our 
plan  sheets  with  us,  collected  funds  for  various  drives 
and  ticket  sales,  and  listened  to  our  problems. 
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JAMES  SHOCKLEY,  dean  of  boys, 
was  the  first  person  we  saw  when 
we  returned  to  school  after  an  ab- 
sence. And  sometimes  he  was  the 
last  person  we  saw  —  if  we  were 
naughty  and  had  to  stay  after 
school!

She  also  taught  Algebra 
and  IV,  Geometry  I  and  III,  and  Trigonometry. 
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VOLLEYBALL,  basketball,  softball,  dodge  ball,  and  calisthenics,  were  some  of  the  activities  we  engaged  in  during 
gym  classes.

DEVELOPING  strong  and  healthful  bodies  was 
not  the  only  aim  of  the  physical  education  pro- 
gram. 

Games  of  all  types  taught  coordination  and 
good  sportsmanship;  calisthenics  helped  us  to 


handle  ourselves  better;  exercises  in  good  pos- 
ture enabled  us  to  have  poise  at  all  times. 

Crowded  conditions  and  the  lack  of  a  gym  in 
Wayne  Central  meant  that  junior  and  senior 
girls  were  not  able  to  take  physical  ed  training 
this  year.
